Columbus, Ohio, May 29.— Dr. F. I. 
Johnson, Executive Secretary of the 
Methodist Missionary Centenary, Cin- 
cinnati Area, authorized the following 
statement: 

With 300 churches not heard from, 
or approximately 20 per cent of all 
the churches In this Area who have 
not reported the Cincinnati area has 
officially reported subscriptions of ap- 
proximately $13,000,000, and subscrip- 
tions for allied Interests amounting to 
at least $1,000,000 more.

Maysvllle and Mason county people 
are at last to see a real army airplane 
flying over the city and county during 
the first part of next week according 
to announcement coming this morning 
from the headquarters of the Army 
Recruiting forces at Lexington. 

Maysvllle Is to be the first of a num- 
ber of cities In this section of the state 
to be visited by the plane and recruit- 
ing officers. 

This is the first time such methods 
have ever been employed in army re- 
cruiting. An army scout plane from 
Camp Knox will be called to Lexington 
by wire for the purpose. At Lexington 
the plane will pick up a member of 
the recruiting staff and take him to 
one of the towns within a radius of 
fifty miles and remain there for a few 
days while the officer canvasses the 
town for recruits. The first town to 
be visited will be Maysvllle. 

Major J. J. Gannon, one of the orig- 
inators of the plan motored to Mays- 
vllle today and together with Mr. N. S. 
Calhoun, of the Bank of Maysvllle, re- 
viewed the Infirmary grounds. Major 
Gannon said the grounds would make 
a fine landing place and it will be 
marked off at once. While here he an- 
nounced that next Thursday would 
probably be the date of the flight here 
but this will be announced definitely 
by wire later. He expects to remain 
here with the plane until the end of 
the week. 

The airplane to be imed is a regul- 
ation army scout plane, holding one 
passenger besides the pilot. The planes 
will be equipped with all the appli- 
ances In use during the war and op- 
portunity will be given Maysvllle peo- 
ple to examine the craft closely. 

This plan has been In readiness for 
some time but If was necessary to get 
the permission of headquarters in 
Washington before the airplane could 
be sent more than thirty miles from 
its base at Camp Knox, and this per- 
mission was obtained Wednesday. The 
commanding officer at Camp Knox has 
informed the. Lexington olllce that he 
will be glad to send one of the foui 
aviators stationed there to Lexington 
at any time requested. 

One airplane will lie added to the re 
crulting force of one buttery of field 
artillery and one Whippet tank, now 
waging the recruiting campaign in the 
western section of the State. The bat- 
tle Is directed from the head office by 
Col. Pfell and Major Gannon, both of- 
ficers of the artillery section. The air 
plane will land at Owensboro, Hen 
derson, Madlsonville, Hopkinsvlllc. 
Russellville and Bowling Green on the 
same days the battery and tank arrive 
The battery Is equipped with a motor- 
ized, mobile machine shop to care for 
all repairs necessary during the cam 
paign. In addition the battery has a 
portable electric light generator and 
provides light for the whole camp at 
each stop. This battery, tank and air 
plane will Invade each of the sector, 
of the front of Kentucky and will ar 
rive in Lexington sometime during the 
summer. There are recruiting officers 
and examining surgeons with the par- 
ty and any recruit is signed up at onct 
and sent to Fort Thomas.

The conference with the Housing 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was a very Interesting one and 
the committee obtained much Impor- 
tant information that they may have 
use for In the near future If a housing 
program is adopted.

Washington, I). (\— No now appear- 
ance of the army worm has been re- 
ported Id the Halted Mates Depart- 
ment of Aitrlciilturo, and with the 
strenuous uffi.rtn being put forth In 
T«MS to prevent Its Spread there Is 
hope that It may be confined to the vi- 
cinity of Dallas and Forth Worth, 
where the pest has manifested Itself 
this year and has causod considerable 
dim eft to wheat and oats. 

Farmers In all States east of the 
Itocky Mountains, however, are urged 
by the Department to remain on the 
watch for the Insect and to report Its 
discovery Immediately to State or Fed- 
eral agricultural officials. 

The army worm Is simply a cutworm 
tbut Iiiih developed mlgrntory liublK 
explains Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the 
Department's Bureau of Entomology. 
In some years Its reproduction may be 
small and all of the worms find suffic- 
ient food in the Immediate neighbor- 
hood. In other yearB conditions brlnq 
about their reproduction In enormous 
numbers, and when that happens they 
manifest the characteristic that gives 
them their popular name. They move 
forward in enormous numbers In 
search of food — normally "marching" 
during the day and resting and eating 
at night, but sometimes eating vorac- 
iously during the day, and sometimes 
eating each other when foraging 
proves vain. 

This year the worms appeared In 
enormous numbers In the vicinity of 
Dallas and Forth Worth, caused great 
damage, and soon they were "on the 
move" for fresh feeding grounds. 
Alarms were sent all over the wheat 
regions of Texas and farmers prepared 
to flight the Invaders by means of pois- 
ons and trenches Into which the army 

worms would fall.

The following in mi a letter 
from the county agent of Oldham 
county dated April 12th, tells Its own 
tale: 

Received Inquiries for a total of 
740 White Rock Hatching es;g8 today 
from other counties. The result of 
two years' work on White Rock Stan- 
dardization has resulted In calls for 
eggs and stock that exceed our sup 
plies. The people can't fill all orders 
that have been received. A number of 
orders for eggs have been returned 
and some orders for stock have had to 
be returned because the people could 
not fill them. Two dollars ror pullets 
and five dollars for cockerels have 
been the extreme prices paid and the 
people can not fill the orders that 
come in. All this is due to the advan- 
tages of adopting one special breed. 
Our only difficult now is furnishing 
the goods in sufficient quantity. Have 
received orders for entire batching 
egg output of the county, or at least 
the people have."

An appeal to the American people 
for funds to carry on the work of 
their American Red Cross will be made 
November according to the following 
statement Issued today by Dr. Livings- 
ton Farrand, Chairman of the Central 
Committee, who says: 

"Appalling conditions in countries 
of eastern Europe, imposing on Ameri- 
can Red Cross obligations additional 
to those assumed during period of the 
world war, and continuation of activi- 
ties in connection with already out- 
lined domestic program of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, make necessary an ap- 
peal to the people of America for 
further funds to carry on work for re- 
lief of humanity." 

It has been decided to make this ap- 
peal In the autumn In a period of two 
weeks culminating the 11th of Novem- 
ber, the anniversary of the signing of 
the armistice,— the season when Amer- 
ican people may properly give mani- 
festation through contributions to 
their American Red Cross, of their 
thankfulness for deliverance from add- 
ed horrors of war which have fallen 
upon nations less fortunate. 

At -present the American Red Cross 
1b bringing to a close Its activities in 
countries in western Europe and with 
the withdrawal of American troops 
from the war zone, Its work for army 
abroad will end automatically. Dis- 
ease, suffering of a moHt heartening 
character and severe, are calling for 
relief In other fields. 

The new international organization 
of Red Cross societies is preparing to 
deal with relief and health problems 
throughout the world In future years, 
hut these are immediate emergencies 
which require the aid of agencies al- 
ready established Foremost among 
these agencies Is the American Red 
Cross. 

At present emergencies are being 
met with all resources available, but it 
is apparent that imperative calls for 
assistance for the next year or more 
will make additional funds necessary.

Washington. D. C. — When the Roch- 
ambeau steams out of New York bar- 
bar bound for France, it will have on 
board four canning and drying mis- 
sionaries to the French. They are 
missionaries In that they will carry 
the message of home preservation of 
food to a country which now does 
practically no canning at homo. There 
It Is a lob for factories. 

It Is a cooperative enterprise, the 
parties to It being the American Com- 
mission for Devastated France, the 
French Ministry of Agriculture and 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The party was made up fol- 
lowing a cabled request from the 
French High Commission, to Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston, requesting 
the loan of some home demonstration 
workers who were experts In canning 
Two home demonstration agents In the 
French regions of Louisiana were se- 
lected for the Job. They are Miss Erin 
Dore of Crowley, Acadia Parish, and 
Miss Caroline A. Boudreaur of Scott. 
Lafayette Parish. With them goes 
Mrs. Bernlce Carter Davis, formerly 
State Home Demonstration Afent for 
Texas, and Dr. Frants P. Ludd, can- 
ning and drying expert In the Office 
of Extension Work South, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

But the real beginning of the project 
Is a long way back of the cablegram 
from the French Minister of Agricul- 
ture to the American Secretary of 
Agriculture. Last fall, Mrs Rerniee 
Carter Davis, one of the members of 
the party of four, was In France for 
tbe American Commission for Devas- 
tated France. She discovered that 
practically no home canning Is' done, 
that practically all canned products 
are put op in commercial canneries 
8he found that the Ministry of Agri- 
culture was lntereater in the home 
demonstration work done In the t'ntted 
States by the Department of Agricul- 
ture snd State college. She talked 
home canning with officials of the Min- 
istry Then she came home and talk- 
ad It with tbe American Commission 
for Devastated France

Tho Board of Directors of tbo Mays- 
vlllo Chamber of Commerce mot In re- 
gular session last evening aiud trans- 
acted some important business for the 
organization.

President of the organization, appear- 
ed before the Directors requesting 
their endorsement to the desire of the 
Soldiers and Sailors that the local 
merchants close their places of busi- 
ness from 1:80 to 4 on Memorial Day, 
so that their clerks might participate 
and enjoy the program as planned by 
the Association. A motion prevailed 
instructing the Secretary to transmit 
the approval, of the Hoard of Direc- 
tors, through the press, of the desire 
of the Soldiers and Sailors Association 
as presented by Captain Cochran. 

Further plans were discussed for the 
coming Rural Membership drive cam- 
paign.

ALLIES Will HONOR 
AMERICANS DECORATION DAK 

Preach Will Assist President and 
Uvn, Pershing In Honoring Anier. 
lean Hoys Sleeping In 
Prance, 

Paris, May 29 — From Flanders to 
tho Vosges and from wur-furrowed 
northern France to the ports in the 
south, French and Americans will Join 
tomorrow In paying tribute to Amer- 
ica's silent army of democracy— the 
dead. 

While thousands of hoarts reach 
overseas in yearning memory the 
army's commander-ln-chlcr, the presi- 
dent, will speak of them over the 
graves of some of the first to fall in 
the desperate struggle Just a year ago, 
when the Germans were nearest Paris. 
In addition the army's field command- 
er. Pershing, will deliver an eulogy 
of the soldiers who died. 

These ceremonies will be at estab- 
lished cemeteries. But not a single 
American grave in France or, else- 
where will be forgotten. 

President Wilson will deliver an ad- 
dress at a cemetery near Paris, buried 
there are men who fought at Relleau 
Woods and other historic spots in the 
Chateau-Thierry region. Pershing will 
participate in ceremonies at the ceme- 
teries at Dunsur-Meuse, Beaumont, 
Romagne and Thiaucourt. All these 
places were In German hands a year 
ago. At Dun-sur-Meuse, in what once 
was the beautiful valley of the Meuse, 
the heroes of America's last offensive 
will be honored. Romagne is the lar- 
gest American cemetery in France, be- 
tween 10.000 and 12,000 being burled 
there. At Thaucourt the heroes of the 
St. Mlhlel offensive rest. 

A total of "0.000 American graves 
will be decorated throughout France. 
The Quartermaster's Department has 
furnished thousands of small flags.
